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“THE HEAD BOWED DOWN” 


(Calgary Albertan) 

“When T come a little farther west 
to the little town at the edge of the 
Saskatchewan, how my head falls 
down because the people of Saskat- 
ebewan and Alberta are an inferior 
people to the people of the east.” 

These are not brave words of the 
leader of a political party to ad- 
dress to a public meeting in the 
largest hall in the capital of a great 
though young province. They are 
not the words of a Moses, willing 
and eager to lead a people out of 
the land of Egypt and out of the 
house of bondage. Rather are they 
the lamentations of a Jeremiah, 
with head bowed down at present 
conditions, and no hope for the fu- 
ture. The Jeremiah who gave forth 
the doleful utterance is R. B. Ben- 
net, and the place of his wail—‘‘the 
little town on the edge of the Sas- 
katchewan’’—is Edmonton. 

Mr. Bennett, when his feelings 
evercame him to such an extent that 
he had to find vent in the language 
above quoted, was telling his fear- 
ers about the terrible way in which 
Alberta and Saskatchewan had been 
treated by the Federal Government, 
as compared with the other provinc- 
es, and as he dilated upon the con- 


dition of affairs,, every “comma” 
represented a sob and every “pe- 
riod” an ineradicable sorrow. « 


Now, gentle reader, let us put Mr. 
Bennett to one side for the time be- 
ing, so that he may -be enabled to 
dry his tears, and let us look into 
the coridition of the provinces of the 
Dominion for a minute or two, with- 
out hysteria and without prejudice. 

Every province in Canada carries 
debt today except Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan. Ontario’s debt at tha 
end of the fiscal year 1904, was $2,- 
600,000; Quebec’s indebtedness on 
June 30th, 1903, was $26,299,672; 
Nova Scotia on Sept. 30th, 1902, 
owed $4,884,948; New Brunswick, on 
Oct. 31st, 1993, carried a debt of 
$3,849,655, with assets to the ex- 
tent of $635,655; little Prince £d- 
ward Island, that we could !ose in 
one of our western constituencies, 
staggered along with a debt of 
$657,000, and British Columbia, in 
1904, was up against the money 
jiender to the extent of $8,765,412. 

Alberta and Saskatchewan do not 
owe a five cent. piece, and begin 
their provincial housekeeping with an 
annual purse of $1,030,275; that 
will not only keep all of ‘the depart- 
ments moving smoothly along, but 
will also enable the present Liberal 
Government of Alberta to aid and 
assist the Dominion Government in 
further developing the interests of 
the province and for the ad- 
vancement of the people thereof. In 
addition to the receipt of the pres- 
ent annual sum of $1,030,375, a 
turther annual payment of $93,750, 
for five years, or $468,750, is given 
by the Federal Government for the 
construction of public buildings in 
Alberta. 

If Mr. Bennett’s political friends 
were in power at Ottawa,*the west 
would in ali probability be very dif- 
ferently treated. We all remember 
how his friends who were in power 
at Ottawa treated the settlers of 
the west after the Reil rebellion,when 
they charged up against them be- 
tween $5,000,000 and S4,000,000 fer 
suppressing the revolt, which had 
been caused by Governmental mal- 
administration. 

This outrage upon the people of 
the west was not remedied until the 
Biberals came into power, and then 
it was wiped out, iock, stock and 
barrel. j 

{s it to be wondered at that Mr. 


Jennett’s head falls down,’ or 
that his voice falters when he
